ELYSIAN VALLEY — Police have closed Riverside Drive to traffic this morning to allow the LAPD’s 
bomb squad to inspect a suspicious item that was reported on top of an electric utility box, said an 
officer at the Northeast Division Station. Police began sealing off the area near Riverside Drive and 
Harwood Street at about 9 a.m.
